( A ) Catch them young.- Under this 
component every student scoring 75 % and 
above marks at Std . XIIth examination and

State Scholarship to NDA Cadets 


1. Objective of the Scheme. The objective of the Scheme is to support NDA cadets from 
humble financial background undergoing training at the National Defence Academy, 
Khadakwasla , Pune. The Scholarship is to provide financial assistance to the underprivileged 
cadets hailing from Goa who have opted to serve the country by joining the Defence Services . 
The Scheme is to attract cadets from economically disadvantaged sections of the society opting 
for serving the country by taking up such challenging jobs /training . 


2. Eligibility for NDA Cadets to receive Financial Assistance under this Scholarship.— Any 
cadet born in Goa and /or has been domiciled in Goa for at least 15 years period shall be eligible 
to receive financial assistance provided he/ she fulfills the following conditions: 


( a ) The income limit of the cadet s parents / guardians shall not exceed Rs. 15,000 /- per 
month (Rs. 1,80,000 per annum ). 


(b ) The income limit of those belonging to SC /ST /OBC should not exceed Rs. 37,500 / - per 
month (Rs. 4,50,000 per annum ). 


(c ) He/ she should not be receiving financial assistance / scholarship / freeship from any other 


source . 


3. Amount of Scholarship.— The amount of financial assistance granted to the selected 
Goans cadets shall be: 


Scholarship amount of Rs. 1,000 / - per month during the period of training ( subject to a 
maximum of 24 months or duration of the course whichever is less). And , One time outfit 
allowance of Rs. 12,000 / -. 


4. Cadets willing to apply should do so in the given proforma. Application should reach the 
Directorate of Higher Education , Government of Goa on 1st January or 1st July for each 
calendar year.

(5 ) It shall be obligatory for every cable 
operator to publicise the prescribed 
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explicit choice and request of such 
subscriber, by the cable operator 
to the subscriber;

service and mechanism for redressal of 
subscribers grievances in such manner and 
at such periodic intervals as may be 
specified by the Central Government or the 
Authority for the benefit of the subscriber.

Provided that the subscriber shall use a 
digital addressable system to be attached 
to his receiver set for receiving programmes 
transmitted on any channel. 


(c ) " encrypted " , in respect of a signal 
of cable television network , means the 
changing of such signal in a systematic 
way so that the signal would be 
unintelligible without

( 7 ) Every cable operator shall provide 
such information relating to its cable 
services and networks in such format and 
at such periodic intervals to the Central 
Government or the State Governments or 
the Authority or their authorised 
representatives , as may be specified by 
them from time to time. 


(d ) “ free -to - air channel" , in respect of 
a cable television network , means a 
channel, for which no subscription fee is 
to be paid by the cable operator to the 
broadcaster for its retransmission on 
cable ;

Government or the Authority in pursuance 
of the provisions of this section as they stood 
immediately before the commencement of 
the Cable Television Networks (Regulation ) 
Amendment Ordinance, 2011 shall continue 
to remain in force till such actions are 
modified as per the provisions of this Act . 


( e ) " pay channel" , in respect of a cable 
television network , means a channel for 
which subscription fees is to be paid to 
the broadcaster by the cable operator and 
due authorisation needs to be taken from 
the broadcaster for its retransmission on 
cable ;

(a ) “ addressable system ” means an 
electronic device (which includes 
hardware and its associated software ) or 
more than one electronic devices put in 
an integrated system through which 
signals of cable television network can be 
sent in encrypted form , which can be 
decoded by the device or devices , having 
an activated Conditional Access System 
at the premises of the subscriber within 
the limits of authorisation made , through 
the Conditional Access System and the 
subscriber management system , on the 


( f) " subscriber management system " 
means a system or device which stores 
the subscriber records and details with 
respect to name, address and other 
information regarding the hardware 
being utilised by the subscriber, channels 
or bouquets of channels subscribed to by 
the subscriber, price of such channels or 
bouquets of channels as defined in the 
system , the activation or deactivation 
dates and time for any channel or 
bouquets of channels , a log of all actions 
performed on a subscriber s record , 
invoices raised on each subscriber and 
the amounts paid or discount allowed to 
the subscriber for each billing period . 
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for settlement of disputes , including refusal 
of permission by the public authority. 


4B . Right of way for cable operators 
and permission by public authority.- ( 1 ) 
Subject to the provisions of this Act, any 
cable operator entitled for providing cable 
services may, from time to time, lay and 
establish cables and erect posts under, over, 
along , across , in or upon any immovable 
property vested in or under the control or 
management of a public authority . 

( 2 ) Any public authority under whose 
control or management any immovable 
property is vested may , on receipt of a 
request from a cable operator permit the 
cable operator to do all or any of the 
following acts , namely : 


(6 ) Any permission granted by a public 
authority under this section may be given 
subject to such reasonable conditions as 
that public authority thinks fit to impose as 
to the payment of any expenses , or time or 
mode of execution of any work , or as to any 
other matter connected with or related to 
any work undertaken by the cable operator 
in exercise of those rights . 


( 7 ) Nothing in this section shall confer any 
right upon any cable operator other than 
that of user for the purpose only of laying 
underground cable or erecting posts or 
maintaining them . .

(b ) to enter on the property , from time 
to time, in order to place, examine , repair, 
alter or remove such cables or posts . 


6. Substitution of new section for section 
8.— For section 8 of the principal Act , the 
following section shall be substituted , 
namely : 


( 3 ) The facility of right ofway under this 
section for laying underground cables , and 
erecting posts , shall be available to all cable 
operators subject to the obligation of 
reinstatement or restoration of the property 
or payment of reinstatement or restoration 
charges in respect thereof, at the option of 
the public authority . 


" 8. Compulsory transmission of certain 
channels.— ( 1 ) The Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette , 
specify the names of Doordarshan channels 
or the channels operated by or on behalf of 
Parliament, to be mandatorily carried by the 
cable operators in their cable service 
and the manner of reception and 
retransmission of such channels : 


( 4 ) When a public authority in public 
interest considers it necessary and 
expedient that the underground cable or 
post placed by any cable operator under the 
provisions of this section should be removed 
or shifted or its position altered , it may 
require the cable operator to remove it or 
shift it or alter its position , as the case may 
be, at its own cost in the time frame 
indicated by the public authority . 


Provided that in areas where digital 
addressable system 
system has 

not been 
introduced in accordance with the 
provisions of sub - section ( 1) of section 4A , 
the notification as regards the prime band 
is concerned shall be limited to the carriage 
oftwo Doordarshan terrestrial channels and 
one regional language channel of the State 
in which the network of the cable operator 
is located 


( 5 ) The Central Government may lay 
down appropriate guidelines to enable the 
State Governments to put in place an 
appropriate mechanism for speedy 
clearance of requests from cable operators 
for laying cables or erecting posts on any 
property vested in , or under the control or 
management of, any public authority and

-section ( 1 ) shall be retransmitted without 
any deletion or alteration of any programme 
transmitted on such channels . 


( 3 ) Notwithstanding the provisions of 
sub - section ( 1 ), any notification issued by 
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such a notice shall defeat the purpose of 
the inspection . 


the Central Government or the Prasar Bharti 
( Broadcasting Corporation of India ) in 
pursuance of the provisions of sub - section 
( 1), prior to the commencement ofthe Cable 
Television Networks ( Regulation ) 
Amendment Ordinance , 2011 shall continue 
to remain in force till such notifications are 
rescinded or amended , as the case may

(4 ) On being so directed by the Central 
Government or its authorised officers or 
agency so authorised by it , the cable

" 11. Power to seize equipment used for 
operating cable television network.- If 
any authorised officer has reason to believe 
that the provisions of section 3 , section 4A , 
section 5 , section 6 , section 8 , section 9 or 
section 10 have been or are being 
contravened by any cable operator, he may 
seize the equipment being used by such 
cable operator for operating the cable 
television network :
